QlTEHTIOlf . What is political economy .' 

Anhwrr. It Is the science of admlnis 
trriiiR the sflairs of government. 

Q. Wh.it i* politic*? 

A. Webster's unabridged dictionary 
given the following definition ! " The 
acienre of government; that part of 
ethic* which has to do with the reguln 
tion mid government of a Nation or Slate 
the preaervation of its anfety, pMM tad 
prosperity; tln< del e use (H its existence 
and rights against foreign control or con- 
quest, the augmentation of its strength 
and resources, and the protection of |U 
citizens in their rights, with the preser- 
vation and improvement of their morula." 

Q. What, then, ia 
tween the terms 
and " politics?" 

A. There ia hut a little, if any. Both 
have reference to the pm|M>r and just 
administration of the affair* of govern- 
ment. While the science of political 
economy aims to reach the best methods 
of government, the common acceptation 
of the meaning of the word poUHfll 
seems to include all the methods em 
ployed to attain that result. Thus the 
management of political parties and the 
meana uaed to obtain party supremacy, 
although frequently of a very question- 
able nature, ia commonly called politics, 
although It may not tend to a proper and 
juat administration of government af- 
fairs. 

Q- What is the duty of the Alliance 
with regard to questions of political 
economy ? 

A. " To labor for the education of the 
agricultural classes, in the science of eco- 
nomical government, in a strictly non- 
partisan spirit." 

Q. What do we understand by this? 

A. That it is the mission of the Alli- 
ance to educate its members and others 
on those political questions that all. i t 
their righu as citizens of every capacity. 

Q. What are we to understand by the 
words "in a strictly non-partisan spirit?" 

A. That in the education of the mass- 
es the creeds, policies and principles of 
political parties, as such, shall be ignored, 
and that the groundwork of education be 
laid upon the eternal principles of jus- 
tice and right without reference to polit- 
ical parties. 

Q. Suppose that, in following this 
line of teaching, the Republican party 
is found to antagonize the principles and 
demands of the AIU*M« ; what is expect- I 
ed of the Republican members of the 
Alliance? 

A. They are expected to exercise 
their intelligence and patriotism, and to 
place their votes "where they will do the 
most good." No true BMOibei of the 
Alliance will vote for a man or n party 
that antagonize| the principles and de- 
manda of the Offer. 

Q. Suppose that both the Democratic 

and Republican parties are found to op- 
|h.m' the principles and demands of the 
Allianee; what hope. then, has Alliance 
of attaining its objects ? 

A. They have left the recourse of 
voting for and with some other party or 
taking independent political action. 

Q, But, would this not be a violation 
of ita non-partii 



anee with oor principles, and not ac- 
cording to the Democratic or Republican 
faith, and all will be 
will act as they pleas. , and if their edu- 
cation is unbiased by parti«anism, they 
will act right and vote right. 

Q, 1'|mmi what is' the science of polit- 
ical economy based ? 

A. I 'pon the rights of a man. collect- 
ively and individually. 

<l. What are the fundamental or nat- 
ural rights of a man .' 

A. The right to " life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness. 

Q. What do we understand by the 
right to life ? 

A. That in a government he not only 
; has the right to protection against Is-iiig 

the necessary things to prolong life and 
make it comfortable and happy. 

Q, What natural elements are the 
free gift of God to man that are necessa- 
ry to sustain life and add to his comfort

They would lie an 
arrantaetof foo Is and cowards, unworthy 
of the name of freemen, if they tied them- 
selves either expressly or by implication 
to any political party. It would be worse 
than folly to make their demands with- 
out reserving the right to enforce than, 
The experiment is being made as to whe- 
ther either of the oxistiug political parties 
will concede to our demands. We an 
not asking promises. We have been led 
upon that kind of diet until our bones 
rattle. We want relief and we waul it 
now. We can get it after a while by 
ourselves. While we hind no one to rota 
lor any political party, we reserve to our- 
sches every available means to enforce 
our demands, even to the taking of inde- 
pendent political action. No man has 
any greater right to say that our object! 
cau Is- attained through the Republican 
and Democratic parlies than some oilier 
man haa lo say ihey can't he. The man 
w ho opposes the organization of another 

party, or ukiug independent political 
action, ia a bitter partisan himself. When 
ever the people are satisfied that relief 
can not be attained through either of the 
istiug political parties, nothing can 
event them from acting independently. 
Let the work of education be in accord-

Q. What then is the object of govern, 
ment T 

A. To protect men in their natural 
rights — the weak against the strong — the 
good against the encroachments of the 
bad. 

(J. What is the underlying principle 
upon which title to property is based 

A. Primarily, human necessity; sec- 
ondarily, what a man earns should be 
his own. A man is naturally entitled to 
enough of the natural elements from 
which, by the application of his labor, to 
live comfortably. " In the sweat of his 
face hi shall eat his bread." He is en- 
titled to all he earns. -'The laborer is 

orthy of his hire." 

(4. Do all men have these rights? 

A. They do. The right to the gifts 
of nature are inherent. No man has a 
right to abridge them. A government 
that permits it is not perfect. If one 
man possesseas more property than he 
needs, and another not as much, the con- 
dition is abnormal, and if the poor man 
is industrious, there is something wrong 
in the economic system. 

Q. How will the government provide 
against this condition ? 

A. By the abolition of all class laws, 
iud giving all an equal show iu the race 
of life. 

Q. P.ut even under these equal con- 
dition* aome men would amass vast for- 
tunes, on account of their greater natu- 
ral shrewdness, while others would not be 
able to hold their own. How cau a gov- 
ernment avoid this? 

A. Hie same condition exists iu na- 
ture. The law of gravitation attracts 
everything to a common centre. All the 
water in the world would |>e in the ocean 
were it not for a compensating force or 
law supplied by the wisdom of God. The 
great lifting power of the sun draws the 
water into (he air, where currents carry 
it back over the laud and redistribute it 
in the forui of rain. Let man learn from 
Datum, As the concentration of water 
would lead to drouth and result in death, 
so iloes the concentration of wealth in 
the hamU of a few lead to starvation and 
death. To provide against this it is the 
duty of governments to enact a compen- 
sating taw, A graduated income tax 
will answer this purpose. Let incomes 
of #l,0(Hi or less lie exempt from tax. 
Let the second 11,000 he tuxed one per 
cent.; the third 11,000, two per cent.; 
the fourth 11,000, three per cent.; in- 
creasing the tax in like ratio until very 
large incomes will l>e taxed out of exist- 
ence. In addition to this nls.lish inter- 
est, hy the government furnishing money 
at cost, l et all money be engaged in 
productive enterprise ami in the devel- 
opment of the resources of the country.
